World's Far Corners 


The Newsletter of the Experi­ 
m enters Association which was is ­ 
sued in June discusses the current 
sum m er’s activities of that group 
which consists of those who take 
trips to other nations as a part 
of the effort to bring the people 
of the world together through bet­ 
ter understanding and p e r s o n a l 
friendship. 
Leading one of the 
groups is Ed Zulak, of the W arren 
high school faculty, who will take 
his followers to Minden, Germany. 
Looking at it in reverse, while 
we are sending nine hundred ex­ 
perim enters to twenty-two nations, 
many of them are sending five 
hundred to our shores. 
Russia 
may join this stream, with edu­ 
cators now in Vermont where they 
are 
s t u d y i n g 
o u r educational 
methods. 
We have one group go­ 
ing to Russia. 
The Experim enters’ Association 
shows results in many ways. One 
is the scholarships which have re ­ 
sulted. 
They are provided by Ex­ 
periment alumni, parents, founda­ 
tions, colleges, and other groups 
and individuals. The fact that those 
who have enjoyed the early efforts 
along this line will in turn finance 
scholarships to make them possible

Some Experiment 
groups will still travel on other 
ships this summer, but the Kulm 
passengers will have the run of 
this vessel which ordinarily ac­ 
commodates 830 persons. 
"Departing on June 30 from Que­ 
bec on the Arosa Sun will be three 
groups from the State University 
of New York, which, in cooperation 
with The Experiment, is sponsoring

That sounds 
like freedom to them. In fact, it is 
freedom by comparison with the 
destitution that has been their fate 
for generations.

We do not want the oil to fall 
into unfriendly hands. To prevent 
this we must take steps that adds 
fuel to the flames already made 
irisk by our policy of failing to 
help the many. 
If this oil falls into the hands of 
the communists, 
western Europe 
can be shut off from fuel. We w ill 
find it difficult to supply our friends 
and to enjoy our present comforts. 
They also w ill be stringently lim ited 


in theirs. 
And so we w ill be pinched even 
farther and communism w ill have 
fertile ground even closer to our 
center, namely the unhappy people 
of 
nations 
who have lost their 
colonial wealth and are supporting 
their industrial aristocracy with 
unfair taxes. 


It never has been clear to us 
what our foreign policy is. This- 
confusion has obtained during sev­ 
eral administrations and is not a 
political party slant. That would 
be simple. 
We have maneuvered ourselves 
into a position where Russia coulc 
very conveniently move troops into 
nations neighboring Lebanon, justi­ 
fying her action on the nearness of 


W e have been convinced for many 
years that America does not work 
lard enough at being a world power. 
We plow crops under while millions 
go hungry. We annually spend forty 
jillions and up for weapons we never 
w ill use but argue about a pittance 
of foreign aid. 
Two billion dollars spent to help 
India would make us a nation of 
friends. While Russia has its five- 
year plans, why don’t we prove 
democracy w ill work by making it 
do just that in backward countries? 
Why don’t we move other nations 
ahead so fast that Russia's progress 
would look slothful and slow? Ele c­ 
tric power dams in the right places, 
help to build plants, and agricultural 
assistance would give these millions 
the fertile ground, the income, and 
the pride that man needs to enjoy 
his life and to respect himself. 
And this would not be a one-way 
street. Help of this kind would cost 
few billion, but they would be 
much more constructive billions 
than the ones spent on arms that 
grow antique every twelve months. 
And they would provide business for 
our own plants and work for our own 
unemployed. We doubt if there would 
be a recession.

As a nation we don’t go all out. 
We quibble among ourselves over a 
paltry few dollars here and there 
while the race for world supremacy 
goes to the communists who have 
far less to offer, but who in their 
regimented approach are making 
themselves look good .in the eyes 
of the world. 
They regiment their promising 
youth through college. They regi­ 
ment their athletes to win in all 
fields. They talk of their advances 
which are true and are impressive 
to starved, underprivileged millions 
in other countries. 
You can’t argue the two-party 
system with a hungry Arab. He 
w ill settle for one party if it gets 
him out from under the yoke of 
poverty. 
Our politicians quibble, our public 
is uninformed, a n d we find ourselves 
in untenable positions out of which 
the communists can make grist for 
the m ill of world acclaim . No nation 
can be popular as long as it abets 
oppression and occupies the lands 
of its neighbors with armed troops. 
Such a situation never should be 
necessary. And it wouldn’t be today 
if we joined together as a nation 
and worked harder at advancing 
democracy in the world. While we 
bicker over white supremacy, color­ 
ed races in other areas are being 
won by communists who promise 
them far more than we are giving. 


W ill there be a war? Why should 
there be? The Russians don’t need 
it to win. And we don’t want it, 
and won’t have it unless someone 
pulls the wrong button and starts 
the rockets’ red glare. 
We can’t win the next one if we 
aren’t prepared when it starts. And 
we can’t win the economic and social 
one .unless we start acting like free 
men, working like those who believe 
in freedom, and assisting others as 
should those who believe in human 
rights. 
We must start working at the 
war without arm s as diligently, 
as patriotically, and as sacrificially 
as we have during those perilous 
times when we have successfully 
fought the other kind of conflict. 
If the Lebanon crisis has you 
scared, if it has you thinking, that 
is good. W e need to think and to 
come awake. We haven’t been win­ 
ning this on#, but it may not be too 
late to do something about it if we 
open our minds, our hearts, and our 
pocketbooks, and act.

WHAT MAKES A NAME 
There is much to be said in favor 
of buying “ nam e” brands when you 
make your various purchases, but it 
also is well to realize what makes a 
“ nam e” . Some names are earned by 
reputation, and the public learns 
through use what gives the best r e ­ 
sult. That is a good name. But there 
also a re many which are “ nam e" 
brands only because they are widely 
advertised and are promoted so 
strongly that they predominate on the 
shelves of American stores. 
Shelf room is what the big pro­ 
ducers fight for, and they spend m il­ 
lions to gain it. During May for ex­ 
ample Tide cost Proctor and Gamble 
$712,202 
f o r 
television network 
time. It was the biggest single ex­ 
penditure for a product during that 
period. 
The success of Tide can be c re d ­ 
ited to a pair of basic approaches. 
One is constant repetition. The other 
is money. With enough money you can 
do several layers of repeating. 
The next single product in the ad 
budget race during the month of May 
was Viceroy cigarettes, which cost 
$668,236 for tv time. Next in line 
was the $646,404 spent on Dodge. 
Anacin used $605,248 in an effort 
to convince you of its pain-relieving 
powers. A few m ore places down the 
line, eleventh for the month of May, 
was Bufferin which may have been 
faster with 401,066 bucks than it 
was in the public’s tummy. 
Other big spenders on tv in May 
were Chevrolet, Ford, Winston cig­ 
arettes, Camels, L and M, W iskde­ 
tergent, FAB, 
Gleem toothpaste, 
Geritol, and Oldsmobile. 
And of course those who live by 
the advertising dollar, such as pub­ 
lishers, radio operators, television 
station owners, and others, urge you 
to buy “ nam e” brands. It is good 
business for them. Not always for 
you. 
Your best buy may be produced 
by someone who lacks the millions to 
give it a “ nam e” on the pages of 
Life, the Saturday Evening Post, o ra 
national network.

PROTECTING YOU 
The Federal Trade Commission 
is only one of the many groups whose 
j job it is to protect the public from 
fast talk and unsupported claims. 
The F^ost Office Department also 
plays a m ajor role in this business 
through its postal regulations which 
guard against fraud or obscenity. 
The postal inspectors are respon­ 
sible for the investigation of postal 
law violations, and their evidence 
then is used by the Post Office Gen­ 
eral Counsel to file complaints. 
Criminal violations are reported 
to the United States attorneys for 
action. 
Typical of some of the cases, and 
perhaps enlightening to you, are the 
following fraud complaints issued 
by the General Counsel: 
TUCKER PHARMACAL CO. 
at 
New York, New York, for selling 
through 
the m ails MVS capsules 
which alllegedly were for the r e s ­ 
toration of “ lost manhood” and p ro­ 
tected one against the hazards of 
heart attacks, strokes, etc. 
ZOOM SALES at Flushing, New 


York. A company selling “ Zoom ,” a 
product which was alleged to develop 
the bustline. 
BOBCO DISTRIBUTORS, INC. at 
Denver, Colorado. This is a food 
supplement for “ men over 35” which 
allegedly restored sexual virility, 
vigor and potency. 
SMOKONTROL at New York, New 
York. This is supposedly a cure for 
the smoking habit. 
FEILER PRODUCTS CO. at Min­ 
neapolis, 
Minnesota. “ Feiler 'A' 
m ixture” is alleged to be a c o r­ 
rective for intestinal malfunction­ 
ing, constipation, indigestion, etc. 
JOHN 
SURREY, LTD. at New 
York, New York. They sold an, 
“ E lectric Vibro-Pillow” which a l­ 
legedly could be used for “ spot 
reducing.” 
NATIONAL COSMETICS LABO­ 
RATORY, INC. at New York, New 
York. This company sold “ Youthili- 
zer, ” 
designed allegedly to give 
women “ all the benefits of a real 
plastic surgery face lifting without 
dangerous surgery.” 
CENTRAL 
STATES 
LABORA­ 
TORIES, INC. at Chicago, Illinois. 
This company sold“ Reduca-C aps,” 
alleged to reduce weight without 
dieting. 
GARY-HOWE CORP. at Garden

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Warren Library Heeds More Funds Immediately

The Warren library not only needs 
more funds if it is to expand and 
develop its service and build the 
subject collection it needs, but it 
also desperately requires additional 
income in order to maintain the 
status quo. These are the words of 
Librarian Georgia Spinney Coyle. 
The circulation of books increased 
12,148 last year, despite the com­ 
petition of television, and as is true 
in all reading areas, non-fiction 
became increasingly popular, with 
th e 
o ld 
favorites, 
mysteries, 
westerns, and light reading, falling 
off. A healthy change in national 
thinking 
Pin-pointing the need for funds, 
Mrs. Coyle stated in her annual 
report: 
“ Each year, when small increas­ 
es* have been added to the library 
income, we have given token salary 
raises. This was true this year 
Such increases merely maintain a 
status quo, they are an acknowledg­ 
ment that the cost of living has 
increased. Based upon cost ofliving 
indices salaries at this library are 
no higher, and in some cases are 
lower, than they were 15 years ago. 
“ One look at the expenditures on 
your statistical report will show 


Warren borough council has not an­ 
nounced its appointments. 
The board then elected Mr. Cal- 
derwood president, Mr. Clinger was 
chosen vice president, Mr.Lundahl, 
treasurer, and M rs.Coe, secretary. 
Mr. Lundahl presented a budget of

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Congress Record Makes 
Ike Look Good 


By Doris Fleeson 


WASHINGTON — In a remarkable 
reversal of their traditional roles, 
the 85th Congress is making a better 
than respectable record of govern­ 
mental housekeeping for which the 
Eisenhower Administration 
w ill 
doubtless get the lion’s share of the 
credit. 
Congress has done this in spite of 
an indifferent President, an arrogant 
and parochial White House staff and 
a Cabinet whose Congressional con­ 
tacts are cooly formal when they are 
not absent entirely.Not even the din­ 
ner napkin appeal nor great personal 
warmth — those tried and 
true 
greasers of the political machinery 
— have been present. 
The average member of the House 
and Senate rarely sees the President 
and gets no attention whatever from 
the headline personalities of the Ad­ 
ministration, who prefer to entertain 
each other. It is harder for a poli­ 
tician to see Sherman Adams or his 
assistant. General Wilton Persons, 
than it used to be for one to see 
Presidents Roosevelt or Truman. 
Nonetheless Congress has been 
practicing its art to considerable 
effect. It is true that ithas proceed­ 
ed with rare exceptions along well- 
trodden ways to which the President - 
has also given lip service. This is 
perhaps the reason why its pace­ 
setting role has had so little general 
notice. 
It is true also that the technical 
efficiency of the Democratic leader­ 
ship arouses mixed emotions in the 
party. Party managers and intellec­ 
tuals simply do not believe it can 
flourish as a mere upholder of the 
status quo; they want it to lead in 
the country’s social and economic 
expansion. They are stoutly backed 
by labor and minorities, which are 
indispensable to party triumph na­ 
tionally, and by most Governors. 
In both parties this is the era of 
the great drought so far as ideas are 
concerned. It does not alter the pic­ 
ture of Congress as an effective one 
within the limits it has set itself. 
The President’s debt to able in­ 
dividuals of the House and Senate is 
enormous. Last week end furnished 
two examples. 
The Senate Armed Services Com­ 
mittee gave him a Pentagon reor­ 
ganization bill he can live with, and 
got die Senate to approve it 80-0. 
It is a vote which puts heavy pres­ 
sure on the House conferees, -who 
must defend a bill the President 
doesn’t like. 
A Democrat, Senator Stuart Sym­ 
ington of Missouri, who frankly be­ 
lieves that our relative defense posi­ 
tion is getting worse all the time, 
bucked members of his own party to 
push the new bill. Chairman Richard 
Russell of Georgia put it together by 
hand and committee members, both 
Democrat and Republican, cheered 
them on unselfishly. 
Senator Mike Monroney of Okla­ 
homa climaxed his long effort to do 
a public interest job of policing the 
airways by pushing to passage a 
civilian-controlled Federal aviation 
agency to control air space. It goes 
to the House where, ironically. Rep. 
Oren H arris of Adams-Goldfine 
fame expects to secure its approval 
by force of his knowledge and pres­ 
tige. 
A special laurel wreath is due to 
the Republican Senate leader. Wil­ 
liam F. Knowland, in all these mat­ 
ters. At least the Majority Leader, 
Senator Lyndon Johnson, and Speak­ 
er Rayburn get some press attention 
for their accomplishments and their 
names in the paper. 
Senator Knowland has stayed on 
the job here though his own cam­ 
paign for Governor of California,^ 
with all it means to his future, is 
bogging down. He has kept his prom­ 
ises to his Democratic opposite 
numbers and muffled his criticism 
of White House whose acts he dis­ 
approves often more severely than 
any Democrat. It is evidence of 
that character which makes it hard 
for informed observers to get mad 
at Knowland, whatever they may 
think of his views.

WHAT TO DO ABOUT BEE STINGS 


By Dr. Paul F. MacLeod* 


Honey bees, bumble bees, hornets, wasps and yellow jackets all 
belong to the same family, and they all sting. The female, with 
the exception of the wasp, leaves her stinger with the victim. 
Remember: 
1. Scrape out the stinger with 
a small knife blade. Don’t 
pull it out. You may cause 
poisonous fluid to enter the 
flesh. 
2. Use baking soda paste, Un- 
guentine or calamine lotion 
to allay the pain. 
3. If a finger or toe is stung, 
wrap a rubber band around 
it above the sting and leave 
it there until the stinger has 
been removed (but not more 
than five minutes) to keep 
the poison from going far­ 
ther. 
4. Call a doctor if the victim is 
stung several times. A wasp 


or hornet can sting repeat­ 
edly. 
5. Use ice packs or cold appli­ 
cations to help reduce the 
swelling and prevent absorp­ 
tion of toxin that may cause 
a severe reaction. 
Caution: Anyone who has ex­ 
experienced severe reactions 
to a bee sting should consult 
a doctor. To avoid serious 
consequences if stung again, 
he should be desensitized 
or should have ephredrine 
or adrenaline im m ediately 
available.

HOW MANY CAN YOU NAME? 
Those whose knowledge of the 
birds is limited to sparrows, robins, 
and maybe a crow or a blackbird, 
usually stare at others who say they 
are acquainted with over one hun­ 
dred species. Actually, this is not a 
large number. 
Without knowing much about the 
many varieties, you can name al­ 
most a hundred. And if you happen 
to know the many sparrows and the 
warblers your numbers soar. 
There is much chiding done about 
those who watch birds, but it is a 
pleasure that is educational and 
heal th-giving. You don't watch birds 
sitting on your back porch with bread 
crumbs in your hands. This might 
attract quite a span of them, ranging 
from song sparrows to blue jays, but 
the number is comparatively small. 
Like collecting stamps, you soon 
lose interest in spotting only the 
sixty or seventy common varieties. 
You scout carefully for the less ob­ 
vious ones, and are elated when you 
find a kind which seldom is seen in 
your area, or even though a native of 
your fields and woodlands is not often 
seen by most people, and recognized 
by only a very few. 
An example might be a bird as 
large as the raven. Few ever see 
one. Many who do, pass it off as 
another crow. But those who know 
anything at all about birds are sur­ 
prised, elated, and even a bit amazed 
when they spot one 
There are about 260 species of 
birds in this area, but we doubt if 
there is a single person who can 
[name all of them on sight, lf there 
be such a person we would enjoy hav­ 
ing him or her write this column 
some week. They should have much 
to say. 
According to records kept by orni­ 
thologists and those who make a 
hobby of studying and spotting birds, 
the most seen and identified by one 
[ j person has been 201. This number 
was attained by Mrs. Blanche S. 
Bordner in 1957. 
To name a bit over a hundred 
birds is not very difficult if you 
make a serious study of them. After 
that you must be able to break down 
the groups. And as the number 
climbs the actual spotting of the 
birds you know is not easy. 
This is a sport that has no pleas­ 
ure in it for those who simply want 
to jot down names of birds they have 
not seen. It is a real game of honor, 
and there is no satisfaction unless 
you actually find and see the birds 
you are seeking. 
Obviously you may do some trav­ 
eling and much walking. However, a 
good share of your time may be 
spent in quiet waiting in what you be­ 
lieve to be strategic points, and with 
extensive use of a good pair of bin oc­ 
ulars. 
Most of your birds will not be 
found in wild places. Like all living 
creatures they must eat, and the 
open farm country provides most of 
them with woodlots and brush for 
nesting, and open country for feed. 
But after you have pegged most of 


them in this type of country, the fun 
begins. There are birds which need 
protection from those who like their 
meat, and they of course either live 
in protective covering, or have a 
color scheme which blends into their 
background . . . and very often have 
both. 
We often have proposed that this 
fun can be increased many fold by 
carrying a good camera, with a tele­ 
photo lense, and with related equip­ 
ment. You then take home a record 
of your hunt, and your hunt must be 
more than a glimpse. It also is far 
more constructive than collecting 
eggs. 
If you are are really interested in 
starting on this venture, write to the 
Pennsylvania State University, Ag­ 
ricultural Experiment Station. Ask 
for Bulletin 632. It contains a com­ 
plete report of the birds of Central 
Pennsylvania. It now is in the pub­ 
lisher's hands and can be ordered 
through your county farm agent's 
office. 
It is surprising to us that with the 
growing interest in the outdoors that 
no local classes are held for those 
who might be interested in learning 
about the wildlife and the plants of 
the fields and forests. Even those 
who in the past knew many of the 
birds, trees, and plants, may have 
forgotten much and might welcome 
a refresher.

U.N. AND MID-EAST REPORTS 
Regularly 
scheduled programs 
will be preempted by the networks 
in order to bring news bulletins, 
on-the-spot telecasts and all avail­ 
able programs relating to U. N. 
negotiations 
and 
reports of the 
Middle East crisis. 
The major event on television 
last week was the Middle East 
situation and networks gave better 
coverage than in previous crises 
such as the Suez flare-up. Sched­ 
ules were juggled or canceled in 
many cases. Substantial economic 
losses were felt by NBC and CBS 
because of cancellation of commer­ 
cial programs and the networks are 
to be commended for their response 
to public service responsibility. It 
may be noted in passing that NBC's 
new president, Robert Kintner, is a 
former newspaper man and CBS’s 
new head man, Louis G. Cowan, is a 
confirmed believer in television as 
a medium of information and edu­ 
cation. 
The ABC network is given credit 
for being the first on the United 
Nations scene when the crisis broke. 
The importance of radio in time 
of emergency should not be over­ 
looked. In the event of war, for 
instance, TV outlets would be forced 
to close down as enemy planes could 
follow the electronic beam to big 
city targets. Radio would then be the 
only source of immediate news cov­ 
erage for the nation.

The painful agonies of those with 
arthritis and rheumatism, and re­ 
lated troubles, will be the next tar­ 
get of the National Foundation for 
Infantile Paralysis, now that polio 
is on the run. Work will continue 
in the fight against polio, but the 
powerful resources of the nation’s 
largest voluntary health foundation 
are turning their assault on other 
crippling diseases. 
When the tissues that serve the 
joints become inflamed we call it 
arthritis. When the tissues affected 
are those that hold the muscles to­ 
gether it is named rheumatism, 
bursitis, neuralgia, or n e u r i t i s . 
Whichever it is, those who are so 
afflicted suffer great pain. 
Currently several drugs are com­ 
ing out that may not cure, but cer­ 
tainly will offer relief. One of these 
is Decadron, which is a hormone 
drug. 
Hormone drugs in the past 
have offered many side effects which 
have made them unpopular. 
The 
new ones it is believed may avoid 
*these troubles. 
The makers of 
Decadron expect to have it ready 
for public sale in a year, if fur­ 
ther tests prove as successful as 
those of the past six months. 
The polio group will offer patient 
aid only to arthritis s u f f e r e r s

DEER KILL DISCUSSED 
Tile Pennsylvania Game Commis­ 
sion finally has come out with a 
statement which supports the Ob­ 
server's story of many months ago. 
We revealed that the 1957 buck kill 
was a new record. The Commission 
now admits that the 49,254 antlered 
k ilt was the largest, exceeding die 
previous record of 49,106, shot in 
1939. 
It offers much other information 
concerning the deer brought in.

Most of the deer were about 1-1/2 
years old. Sixty per cent of them 
were in this category. 
The meat brought in should have 
filled a few refrigerators and made 
the meat markets unhappy. It totaled 
about 6-1/2 million pounds of veni­ 
son. 
The kill during the antlerless 
season of course was not confined 
to does. About 19.6 per cent of 
those brought in without antlers 
were males. 
Warren county apparently was 
about average in the size of antlers. 
Elk and Forest were listed among 
those in which the antler diameter 
for yearlings was below average. 
Above the average were Crawford, 
Erie, and Venango. 
Given good food conditions deer 
will add many points as they in­ 
crease in years. They will grow 
much heavier antlers when food is 
plentiful, and such changes take 
place up to about ten years, though 
few deer live that long where hunt­ 
ing is heavy. 
The average number of points is 
3.9 for those in the 1-1/2 year 
group. Another year makes the av­ 
erage about 5.75. The 3-1/2 year 
deer have 7.1 points. The same 
goes for the next year. Those over 
4-1/2 years 
average about 8.6 
points. 
The average weight was 51 pounds 
for fawns. The 1-1/2 year deer 
averaged IOO pounds for bucks and 
87 pounds for does 
It was 112 
| and 91 for the next year, and bucks 
3-1/2 years old averaged only 131 
pounds. The females, IOO pounds. 
The increase in the deer herd 
w as revealed in seven counties 
where the total was twice that of the 
average for the past five years. In 
twenty-two counties the increase 
was up 75 per cent. It is these 
counties which reveal the need for 
an increased harvest of the deer to 
prevent serious overpopulation.

GUN SAFETY PROGRAM 
The Pennsylvania Game Commis­ 
sion hopes to have a thousand quali­ 
fied gun instructors in the field by 
the time the hunting season is with 
us. Forty-eight field men have been 
specially trained for the purpose of 
training others. These in turn will 
serve as safety instructors to teach 
additional deputies. 
All district game protectors will 
be certified by August I, and deputy 
game protectors will have been 
taught by September 15. This deputy 
; group also can include Scout mas-* 
ters, school faculty members, mem­ 
bers of sportsmen’s organizations, 
service groups, and veteran organi­ 
zations. 
This should mean that by fall a 
thousand classes can be underway 
with the result that thousands of 
young men and women not only 
will be better risks in the wood­ 
lands, but also will know enough 
about weapons to assure greater 
safety in the homes and other places 
where guns are used or stored. 
All responsible for suggesting 
the names of deputy instructors 
are urged to make sure their choices 
are of good character and are re ­ 
spected in their communities. This 
program can 
mushroom 
into a 
knowledge of gun safety that will 
save many lives.

THE WARREN WATER COMPANY 
KMPLOYES 18, including the three 
in the picture, Cashier, John Sala-

The local company is an affiliate 
l f The American Waterworks Send­ 
ee Co., Inc., which owns more than 
20 water companies and helps to 
Administer them from itsheadquar- 
ers in Philadelphia. The local com- 
>any was organized in June 1881 and 
; las changed hands many times with 
he most recent new owners desig- 
lated through more and more con- 
;olidation of water companies.

I netered. The company furnishes 


water to North Warren where it is 
distributed to an additional 450 cus­ 
tomers. 
During the first World War, a 
Kaiser-hating populace in Warren 
branded the Water Company “ un­ 
patriotic” when it delivered its 
statements by carriers rather than 
by U. S. Mail. Many citizens thought 
the maneuver was made to avoid a 
lf tax on m a il'imposed by the fed­ 
eral government to finance the war 
effort. Actually the company saved 
$75 each delivery and a newspaper 
advertisement supporting a Victory 
Bond sales campaign silenced the 
clamor. 
Warren Borough now has a net­ 
work of 60 miles of pipes, exclu­ 
sive of service lines, carrying the 
pure water to residential, indus­ 


trial, and commercial taps. An ad­ 
ditional five miles of pipes are re­ 
quired to serve portions of Pleasant, 
Glade, Mead, and Conewango town­ 
ship. 
Warren is blessed by being lo­ 
cated where good water is available. 
The efforts of the Warren Water 
Company are devoted to bringing the 
best, the purest, and the greatest 
quantity of water to the local cus­ 
tomers at the most reasonable cost 
possible. 
The distribution crew of five men 
is supervised by Foreman Gerald 
Rowley who has been in the employ 
of the Warren Water Company for 18 
years. It is their responsibility to 
get the water from the pump station 
to the customers. 


DAN TROXELL is the manager of 
the Warren Water Company. 
Mr. 
Troxell emphasized that the Com­ 
pany has done all possible to keep 
posted on technical advances. Bill 
Rea, chief engineer, spent a week 
this summer at State College where 
mutual problems were discussed 
with water company employees from 
all over Pennsylvania and under the 
guidance of professors of the Uni­ 
versity. In previous years, the man - 
ager and other key personnel have 
received the specialized training.

It is common 
irocedure to keep thy pipes full 
vhen breaks occur so that foreign 
natter will be prevented from en- 
:ering the system. 
Water company officials estimate 
tot over 1,000,000 gallons of water 
spouted from the various fire com- 
Dany’s hoses onto the Carver Hotel 
cire. 
Laboratory tests are run daily to 
ruarantee that the water is free of 
harmful bacteria. 
Vials of water 
and gelatin containing tap water are 
kept in an incubator set at body 
temperature and developments are 


carefully studied. 
Bacteria will 
form gas in the vials and mold on 
the gelatin. It takes 24 to 48 hours 
for the results to be conclusive. 
Back in 1898, the Warren Water 
supply inspired one “ Will U. Try- 
some” to pen these immortal lines: 


“ There’s no other town that we 
know of nearby; 
That has such a wonderful water 
supply; 
We draw from one spigot queer 
mixtures at will, 
But mostly the kind which is tur­ 
bid like swill. 


And some people doubt that it’s 
wholesome and pure 
If leached through old tan-bark and 
piles of manure; 
Some think infusoria can, if it will, 
Change nature’s old law and at least 
run up hill. 


When taking a bath, just before you 
begin, 


You hesitate first if you dare to 
get in; 
And whether the chances you may 
have to take, 
Don’t justify you to go up to the 
lake. 


We never have anywhere seen it 
this way, 
And doubt if the company can make 
it pay; 
To furnish such mixtures and com­ 
pounding skill, 
At such trifling rates as its pat­ 
rons pay still.” 


In 1922, Warren Borough tried to 
prove in court that the water was 
not fit for human consumption. The 
hearing failed. Several times coun­ 
cil has investigated purchasing the 
water company and in 1911 it was 
appraised 
at $471,882.28. 
T h e 
method of purchasing was declared 
illegal by the local court and the 
decision was sustained through ap­ 
peals to the State Supreme Court.

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CLEANLINESS AND PURITY of 
the water are maintained in the 
filter house. 
The water from the 
settling tank is pulled by gravity 
through the six rapid sand filters. 
The filters, as seen to the left of 
the accompanying picture, are con­ 
structed of three 4 in. layers of 
gravel, course on the bottom, and 
24 inches of sand. 
The water 
emerges into the clear well free of 
dirt and sediment at the maximum 
rate of three million gallons per 
day. 
Water from the two Hemlock 
st. wells is so clear that it is 
routed around the filters and dir­ 
ectly into the clear well where a 
flashlight can illuminate the depths 
even through^ 100,000 gallons of H*0. 
Two of the filtering tanks are back­ 


washed every night with the ac­ 
cumulated dirt drained into theAlle- 
gheny River. 
The 150-lb. tanks in the picture 
add chlorine to the water at a rate 
of approximately 5 1/2 lbs. every 
24 hours, slightly more if condi­ 
tions warrant. 
Tests are made 
hourly to guarantee that enough 
residual chlorine remains after kill­ 
ing all bacteria to last to the end 
of the 60 miles of main lines. 
Lime is added to the water to 
maintain .9 above FTI 7.0 which 
is considered a perfect balance 
so that pipes are neither eaten away 
by acid nor restricted in size by 
alkaline buildups. 
Variations in 
PH will cause corrosion one day 
which will appear as rust at the 


tap the next. 
The water is held 
in the clear well about 45 minutes 
so that the chlorine will have time 
to react properly before reaching 
the first customer. 
W arren’s water supply is so pure 
at its source that the chlorination 
is almost minimal. In large cities 
where water is taken directly from 
highly contaminated lakes and rivers 
it is not unusual for 60 to 70 lbs. 
of chlorine to be used for every 
one million gallons of water. 
In 
fact, the water is often given un- 
calculated doses of chlorine before 
it is even pumped to settling tanks. 
Here, Dan Troxell, manager, and 
William Rea, chief engineer, are in­ 
specting the chlorination equipment.

BEAUTIFUL AND USEFUL, this 
dam was built by the Warren Water 
Co. in 1923. It was designed to re ­ 
tain five million gallons of M orri­ 
son Run water which is transmitted 
to the pump station through 2 1/2 
miles of IO inch pipe. All M orri­ 
son Run water and the product of 
four wells on the pump station site 
are retained in a 300,000 gallon 
settling tank where added alum helps 
foreign matter to coagulate and sink 
to the bottom. Only about one ft. of 
the top water is used and the tanks 
are thoroughly cleaned twice per 
year. 
The Morrison Run watershed is 


over seven miles long and the War­ 
ren Water Co. owns about 285 acres 
on both sides of the stream. Stream 
water is preferred to well water be­ 
cause it contains less minerals and 
is softer> Normally, the Morrison 
Run reservoir is shut off during the 
dry hot season when there is little 
or no overflow at the dam. This 
year, however, the extended rainy 
period might justify the use of the 
stream throughout the balance of the 
summer. 
The water is picked up 
by a floating intake located at the 
buoys in the picture. 
In the severe winter of 1918-19,, 
Morrison Run froze solid to the 
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bottom when temperatures for Jan­ 
uary and February averaged a chilly 
16 degrees, lowest on record to 
that date. 
Water was taker. from 
the Allegheny River causing War­ 
ren Borough Council and the two 
daily newspapers to vibrate with 
discussions of the foul taste and the 
unsightly color. 
Investigators tended to blame the 
unpalatable water, pure as it proved 
to be, onto creosote dumped into the 
river by upstream chemical plants. 
A clogged and broken intake at that 
time in the Allegheny River caused 
Warren to be completely without 
water for a period of two hours. 
Imported divers in full r e g a l i a 
caused quite a local sensation as 
they explored the stream 's depth 
to ascertain and correct the prob­ 
lems. 
Allegheny River water has not 
been used for years. 
In fact, the 
intake at the river has been severed.

Rates were equalized in 1922 at 
40£ per thousand and the $3 mini­ 
mum charge was established. Amid 
pyramiding prices water continued 
steadfast until last year when the 
rate became 56£ per thousand and 
$4.20 minimum. Warren continues 
to be low in water costs in com­ 
parison to other cities. 
Last November the Warren Water 
Company began to collect the sewer j| 
rental for the borough. Although *| 
the sewer rental is added to the 
water bill at the rate of 105% of the 
bill the Company will have reim ­ 
bursement on the basis of propor­ 
tionate costs only.
